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REPORT OF SELECTMEN, 


To the Town of Rutland : 

Fellow Citizens : — Your Selectmen, in administering the 
affairs of the town daring the past year, have had regard for 
the public sentiment in respect to retrenchment, and have 
adhered to the strictest economy compatible with the best 
interests of the town according to their best judgment. 

HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 

We have laid out and established a short piece of road from 
the highway beginning at a point near the dwelling-house of 
Grove L. Smith, at West Eutland, and running around a hill 
about 100 rods to a point further south in the same highway. 
The object of this piece of road was to avoid the hill in the 
old road, and the obstruction of snow in winter, the old road 
over the hill being impassable much of the time in winter on 
account of snow drifts. There was no expense for land dam- 
ages. The expense of fencing was $100, and the cost of 
building will be $170, a contract having been made to that 
effect. 

The above is the only road we* have laid out during the 
year ; but we have built a short road from the Eutland rail- 
road just west of Thos. Ross’ foundry and running past the 
dwelling house of Geo. W. Crawdord, at an expense in build- 
ing of $172 50, and paid Mr. Ross for land damages $170. 
This road had been laid out by a former Board of Selectmen. 

We have also paid the land damages and for the building 
of the road from near the dwelling-house of Elijah W. Smith 
to the town line between Eutland and Ira. This road had 
been previously laid by a court’s committee. The land dam- 
ages w r ere $728. The expense of building the road w r as $200. 

We have expended upon the Woodstock Turnpike' $420, 
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This amount was expended in stoning and grading a very bad 
portion of said Turnpike, which was in such condition as to 
make the town liable to indictment, and the work was done 
thoroughly and so as to make a permanent piece of road. 

We have also rebuilt the Wells Bridge on the road to West 
Rutland, at an expense of $469 22. The old bridge had be- 
come decayed and unsafe, and a new bridge was absolutely 
necessary to the public safety. 

We have also expended $113 66 in repairing the Curtis 
Bridge so-called, on the Chittenden road. Also $25 on the 
Union Bridge across Otter Creek. Also $138 on the Claren- 
don road near the dwelling-house of Geo. L. Mussey. Also 
small amounts in planking and repairing other bridges in dif- 
ferent parts of the town. 

We have also settled with E. Pierpoint for building the 
new bridge across Otter Creek, and paid him $975, he having 
performed his part of the contract to our satisfaction, and, as 
we think, made that bridge the best one in the town. 

The existing highways and bridges are now in good condi 
tion, and will not, for the coming year, require any extraor- 
dinary expenditure, unless occasioned by accident. 

There are now pending two petitions for highways, one for 
an extension of Church street, in the village of Rutland, north 
to Perkinsville, and south through the yard of the Episcopal 
church, to West street. This petition is pending in the 
County Court, and the Selectmen have opposed the same on 
the ground that the advantage to the public would not be 
adequate to the expense ; the land damages alone amounting 
to $2841 25, as awarded by the courts committee, and the 
expense of building would be probably not less than $1500. 

The other is a petition for a highway from a point near the 
dwelling house of Col. R. Proctor, across East Creek to 
“Tater street,” so-called. This has been pending for some 
jim p in the County Court, and has been opposed for the same 
reason as the Church street extension. The estimated ex- 
pense of this road is from $5000 to $6000 ; and although the 
Selectmen appreciated the advantage and convenience of both 



said roads if built, they have not felt at libeity to add the 
above to the already burdensome debt of the town. 

A petition was pending in the County Court when we were 
elected Selectmen one year ago, for a tunnel under the rail- 
road at some point between West street and the freight 
depot. A hearing was had before the court’s committee w r ho 
reported adversely to the petition, and the same was dismissed 
at the September term of the court- The ground for report- 
ing against the petition by the committee is set forth in the 
report of the agent for prosecuting and defending suits, to 
which we would refer. 

We are satisfied that the town must furnish some remedy 
to the traveling public at the West street crossing, and that, 
unless it is done by the town, it will be b} r the County Court. 
But as it is a project of great magnitude [and expense, we 
have thought it best to lay the w r hole matter before the town 
at [the annual meeting. We have had a survey made by a 
practical engineer, and the expense estimated for building a 
tunnel, and find that it is practicable to build one in West 
street under the railroad, with a branch leading into Forest 
street, and that the expense of the same would not exceed 
$12,000. And we have reason to think that the railroad au- 
thorities would contribute materially towards this expense, 
but to what extent we cannot say definitely. Although the 
expense will be large, we think the town has got to meet it, 
and that a large amount can be saved by the town taking the 
matter in hand rather than to have it done by a court’s com- 
mittee. 

REPORT OF HIGHWAY SURVEYORS. 

A resolution was adopted at our last annual meeting, direct- 
ing the Selectmen to require the Highway Surveyors to pre- 
sent a detailed report of their expenditures, to be printed ill 
the annual report. We find the Statutes of Vermont point 
out their duties, and inasmuch as their time does not expire 
till 15th of May, 1874, we cannot require them to present 
their reports previously. 
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TOW X FARM. 

A resolution was passed at the last annual meeting instruct- 
mg the Selectmen to see about selling the Town Farm and 
purchasing another in a more convenient location. We have 
solicited offers for the same, and the highest offer was $6000. 
We think the farm could be sold for $7000, but a majority of 
the board are opposed to selling it for that sum, inasmuch as 
no suitable farm could be purchased for that amount, and 
that the town ought to put up with the inconvenience of loca- 
tion until the people afe ready to vote larger taxes and reduce 
the present indebtedness. 

CLAIM OF NATHAN PIERCE. 

This is a claim for goods sold and delivered to the family 
of one Strong by Mr. Pierce, and was referred to the Select- 
men at the last annual meeting. Strong was one of the five 
hundred dollar bounty recruits in the army from Rutland. 
We have investigated the matter and find that the amount of 
the bounty w r as expended by the town for the family of 
Strong, and decided that the town should not pay the debt 
to Mr. Pierce, and that he has no legal claim for the same. 

CLAIM OF JAMES THOMPSON. 

This was a claim for bounty, and was referred to the 
Selectmen at the last annual meeting. W r e find that Mr. 
Thompson has no legal claim in our opinion, and no equity 
that distinguishes his claim from that of other soldiers from 
Rutland. 


FINANCE. 

We have drawn orders during the past year amounting to 
$12,135 81, which may be found appended to this report. 

Of the above orders, we drew to pay debts incur- 
red previous to this year. $8,190 91 
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To pay current expenses for the year 3,938 90 

Add to this sum orders drawn for support of the 

poor.; 4.071 95 

Salaries of town officers estimated on basis of last 

year . . . . 1,350 00 

Interest on town debt, estimated. . . . 8,000 00 

Total expenses for the year $17,260 85 


Our Grand List being but little over $40,000, it wdll be 
seen that a tax of 50 cents on a dollar of the Grand List is re- 
quired to pay the current expenses of our town, and in order 
to reduce the town debt or pay extraordinary expenses if any 
should arise, a larger tax must be voted. 

We call your attention to the report of your auditors for a 
detailed statement' of the finances of the town ; and from their 
report it will be seen that the debt of the town amounts to 
the large sum of $121,703 14. This shows an apparent in- 
crease of the town debt during the year ; but it is only appa- 
rent and not an actual increase, and is occasioned by the fact 
that the auditors have embraced in their statement of liabili- 
ties this year the item of interest to accrue during the ensuing 
year $8,000, which was not included in their statement of 
last year, and .we have paid the claim of E. Pierpoint, $975, 
on his bridge contract, which was not mentioned in the last 
year’s statement of general liabilities, so that there has been 
a small decrease of our debt this year. 

We would also call attention to the report of the audit- 
ors showing the amount of debt that will mature the ensuing 
year, the same, including current expenses, being $58,496 04. 

We join in the recommendation of the auditors as to the 
manner of raising funds to meet our accruing liabilities, but 
not as to the amount of tax that should be voted. 

We think the time has come for the town to begin the 
payment of its debt. While other sections of the country 
have suffered more or less in their business and finances dur 
ing the year, we have enjoyed at least an average prosperity 
and growth, and we think the ensuing year will probably be 
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more prosperous than the past has been, and the best time to 
pay debts is while a people enjoys a general prosperity. We, 
therefore hope a tax of 100 cents on a dollar of the Grand 
List will be voted. 

In regard to the litigation in which the town was a party 
we would refer to the report of the agent for prosecuting and 
defending suits. 

Appended, you will also find reports of the various town 
officers.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR PROSE- 
CUTING AND DEFENDING SUITS. 


The causes disposed of during the year are as follows : 

1. Town of Rutland, against R. F. Livermore, A. C. &L. M. 
Bates. 

This was a suit in chancery, brought) to restrain the de- 
fendants from building the Bates House, or a part of it in 
Center Street, in the village of Rutland, as the town claimed 
the north line of said Street. The defendants, claimed that the 
north line of said Street at the west end, was not a straight 
line, but turned southerly, and that their land extended about 
twenty feet south of the present south-west comer of the 
Bates House. When the Bates House was in process of 
building, the defendants were about to extend it to the outer 
limit of their land as they claimed the same, and the town 
brought suit, claiming that the north line of Center Street, as 
it was laid out, extended along near the north wall of the 
Bates House as it is now built. 

The town also claimed that the Bates House at its south- 
west corner, was built over the line into Merchants Row, and 
there was a dispute between the parties as to the location of 
the east line of Merchants Row at that point. 

The town authorities, and the defendants’ finally settled 
said suit without damages from the town, and in the settle 
ment adjusted and located both said lines. 

2 . Charles Clement and others, against town of Rutland. 

This was a petition for a highway, and a tunnel under the 

railroad, at some point between West Street and the freight 
depot. 

The case was heard before a court’s committee, consisting 
of Hon. J. B. Bromley, Hon. Henry Gleason and Hon. Edward 
Martindale. And they made a report against the road as 
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prayed for in the petition, and the county court at the Sep- 
tember Term, 1873, dismissed the petition. 

But it perhaps should be stated that the commissioners 
informed the town authorities that they thought there should 
be a tunnel under the railroad, to accomodate the large 
amount of travel, and relieve the public from the embarrass- 
ment resulting from the numerous trains almost constantly 
passing to and fro ; but they should report against the 
petition, first because they thought the tunnel should be at 
the West Street crossing instead of at a point southerly as the 
petition called for ; and second that they thought it would be 
much better and more economical for the town to have the whole 
matter of the tunnel in its own controll and not be hampered 
by any action of a court’s committee or the county court. 

And they further said that unless they felt sure that the 
town would see the necessity for a remedy to the'public at 
said point, and would without the compulsion of the courts 
furnish the remedy, they should report in favor of the petition 
although it called for a tunnel at the wrong point in their 
estimation. 

The good sense of the commissioners in practically remitting 
the question back to the town, cannot be too highly commen- 
ded in view of the probable expense and peculiar attitude of 
the project, and the tendency of such boards to lay every road 
that any body will ask for. 

3. D. N. Lewis vs. the town of Rutland. 

4. D. N. Lewisand wife vs., the town of Rutland. 

These two cases were brought to recover damages for injury 
to the defendants by reason of an insufficiency of a highway, 
the insufficiency consisting of a defective dridge. 

There was no question about the liability of the town, and 
the only question was as to the amount of damages to which the 
plaintiffs were entitled. The selectmen and defendants 
finally agreed upon the damages and settled the suits. 

5. M. A. Brassell, vs. W. S. Olin. 

This was a prosecution for bastardy, and was prosecuted 
by Daniel Wing, overseer of the poor. Judgment w r as recov- 
ered for the plaintiff at the September Term of the County 
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Court, for $200.00 damages and the costs $41.73, the damages 
to be paid in installments of $50.00, each, to be ajiplied for 
the support of the child. 

6. Rutland vs. Shaftsbury. 

This was an action to recover for the jailer’s fees for board 
of W. S. Glin, a pauper having a settlement in Shaftsbuiy. 
The defendant paid the claim amounting to $117.33 and costs 
$13.08. 

7. Rutland vs. Wey bridge. 

This was an order of removal of a pauper, and was settled 
by the overseer of the poor of Weybridge without trial. 

8. Rutland vs. Dorr & Myers. 

This suit was brought to recover the damages, which the 
town had paid to Fayette Vaughn, for injury of his wife on 
the highway at Sutherland Falls, the same having Been 
occasioned by a block of marble being left in the highway by 
the defendants. The suit was finally settled and discontinued 
at the Septembei' Term of the County Court, the defendants 
prying $200. 

The only cases remaining in court are two petitions for 
highways : — viz. one for an extension of Church Street, the 
other for a highway from a point near the dwelling house of 
Col. Proctor across East Creek to “Tater Street”, so called. 
The views of the Selectmen in respect to the same are stated 
in their report. 

As I have been a member of the firm that has been employ- 
ed by the town in its litigation, I have claimed no salary as 
Town Agent.

REPORT OF THE OVERSEER OF THE 
POOR. 

To the Citizens of the Town of Rutland : 

I herewith submit the transactions of the Poor Department 
from February 15th, 1873 to February 1st, 1874, inclusive. 

The labor of your Overseer during the past year has been ar- 
duous, and the tax on time and mind, at times almost beyond 
endurance. The cause will suggest itself to all. 

And that the expense of this year is in excess of the last or of 
some former years, no business man in town will be surprised. 

While your Overseer ha3 been ever ready to relieve the suf- 
fering and help the needy, when brought to his notice, he has at 
the same time labored to lighten the burden on the shoulders of 
tax payers in town ; which should ever be the aim of men inter- 
ested with public business. 

The Superintendent of the Poor Farm is paid up to the first 
of February, 1874, and your Physicians up to same date. 

The entire amount drawn from the Treasury, for the support 
of the poor, exclusive of the Overseer’s salary, has been 

$3,627 16 

Received from other sources, (see vouchers,) 444 79 

$4,071 95 

You also have herewith a list of persons who have received 
assistance outside the Poor House and the amount annexed to 
each name, and the cause for rendering such aid, and a majority 
of cases would preclude the idea of their removal to the Poor 
House. 

There have been admitted to the Poor House during the year, 
28 different persons : and the average number through the year 
has been 14. There are now in the Poor House 11 adults, and 
no children. 

You will see by the annexed list of persons buried (14 in all,) 
that there has been a very unusual amount of sickness among 
the poor, more than double that of the previous year, with a con- 
sequent increase of expenses outside the Poor House. 

There have been no deaths at the Poor House during the 
year. 

You herewith find a statement of the Products of the Farm.

We think that it would be for the best interest of the town 
to provide for this floating debt, and therefore recommend, 
that the Town vote a tax of 100 per cent, on the Grand List ; 
and authorize the Selectmen to borrow twenty-five thousand, 
dollars, payble in three equal annual payments in A. D. 1881, 
1882 and 1883, giving Town orders for the same, with coupons 
attached, the rate of interest not to exceed 7 per cent, per 
annum ; payable semi-annually. 

Your Auditors would remark in explanation of the apparent 
increase of indebtedness from last year, that items of over due 
Coupons and interest due upon outstanding orders, amount- 
ing to some eight thousand dollars were omitted in making 
up the general indebtedness of the Town for the last report, 
which discrepancy would fully account for the difference. 

Your Auditors would recommend that the Town furnish 
their Treasurer with a Bond Book, in which every bond issued 
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by the town, should be recorded, and the coupons checked off 
when paid, and that the Selectmen be required to keep a re- 
cord of all orders drawn by them and for what purpose. 

We append to this report a list of the orders given by your 
Selectmen, and Overseer of the Poor, and unpaid.
